With The Amercans On The Marne, July 2, 10.55 a. m. 


American troops advanced on a two mile front west of Chateau- 
Th'erry last night to a depth of about a half mile, taking 450 pris- 
'oners and, inflicting the heaviest losses on the enemy. The Amer- 
iqan losses were ertremely light. Our men took the village of 
Vawx, Hill 192, La Roche Wood, and penetrated 
Clerembaut 


Wood. Combined French and American action on Hill 204 con- 
ducted, simultaneously with the American attack on Vaux is re- 
ported to have teen successful after a bitter battle.

3Jtt*eiy important as they dominate Cateau Tl-Jerry as wel,l t,« 
the country to the left. 
The village of Vaux is tv,-o miles directly 


west of Chateau-Thierry and is one of the principle defenses ot 
the latter city. Clerembaut Wood is a mile and a half west of 
Vaux. Hill 192 is about the same distance northwest of Clerem- 
bjftt Wood. Hill 204 is one and a half miles east of Vaux and 
extends less than a miles west of Chateau-Thierry. 
Perfect co- 


operation between the artillery and infanry made the American 
advance possible as some portions of the German line were unus- 
ually adapted to defense purposes. The shelling lasted from six 
yesterday morning to six last night. Then the infantry swept 
forward" »nd attainted all of its objectives in 40 minutes. The 
advance Was made on a front of about 1 4-5 miles and reached 
a maximum dsptb, of more than half a mile. One of the most re- 
markable.artillery successes made by the Americans proceeded 
'the attack. 


Concentrat«mi4rf &re«n -Vaux resulted in the gunners hitting 


nearly every building far thrown. Exceptional intelligence work 


lted in every man entering thei place with an exact descrip- 
together with photographs and maps indicating parts each 


was expected to occupy. 
When they reached the town they found 


the maps were of more value than -the photographs as the artil- 
lery had torn down every resemblance to a House. The advance 
which gave the Americans possession of the plateau was made in 
sciimage formation backed by a perfect barrage which landed 
them in the town practically unscratched, although the left wing 
met with stubborn opposition by machine guns in the woods. 
Twenty-three minues after they charged from the trenches the j 
Americans were in Vaux. Half an hour later the American am- 
bulances were there. Their work was lighter than expected.

Washington, July 2.—Three messages from General Pei-shing 


today confirmed United Press information of the valiant work i 
of the Americans in the Chateau-Thierry region last night. Of- j 
licers in touch with the situation were elated over the success of I 


. the United States forces. Careful planning backed by clean cut I 
. action was responsible for the victory, it was held. The co-op- 


eration among the artillery, infantry and intelligence branches 
was deemed especially good. 


Fighting of he last 24 hours has been to the advantage of 


the Entente Alliance on all fronts, according to official announce- 
ment and othe.- advices up to noon. The most brilliant action 
was pel-formed by the Americans on the Marne and the Italians 
Who carried out operation against defenses in the mountainous 
regions. 


Acting brilliantly under cover of a violent and precise bar- 


rage the Americans carried positions of importance on a front ol 
nearly 2 miles to a maximum depth of more than half a mile. 
Thus village of Vaux, Hill 192, La Roche Wood, and a part oi 
another wood were carried by the American assault. Prisoners 
taken according to the French official latement exceed 200. United 
1've.ss dispatches filed later placed the prisoners at 450. The 
Itn^ans consolidated their positions on Jit. Valbella and else- 
where in that region and announced the capture of prisoners in 
the operations Sunday and yesterday would number 2000. The 
Anstrans who tride to storm Valbella yesterday left 1500 dead 
on the hill.

Philip Nolan was as fine a young 


officer as there was in the "Legion of 
tfte West," as tho vestirn division of 
our army was then called.

• had defeated I know not how mnuy 


,liad bten heralded ln~l know 
many Weekly Arguses; and it w as' 
mm-ed that he had an army behind hlnl 
and an empire before him. It was a 
great day—his ariivni—to poor Nolan. 
Burr had not been at tha fort an hour 
before he sent for him. That evening 
he asked Nolan to take him out in his 
skiff, to fchow him a cane-brake or a 
cottonwoocl tree, as he said, really to 
seduce him; and by the time the sail 
was oior, Nolan was enlisted body and 
soul. From that time, though he did 
not yet know it, he lived as "A Man 
without a Country." 


What Burr meant to do I know no 


more than you, dear reader. It is none 
of our business just now. Only, when 
the grand catastrophe came, and Jef- 
ferson and the House of Virginia of 
that t'ay undertook to break on the 
wheel all the possible Clarences of the 
then House of York, by the great 
treason trial at Richmond, some of the 
lesser fry in that distant Mississippi 
valley.-which was farther from us than 
Puget Sound is today, introduced the

'anil, to while away the monotony of 
the summer at Fort Adams, got up, for 
spectacles, a string of court-martials 
ou the officers there. One and anoth- 
er of the colonels and majors were 
tried, and, to fill out the list, little No- 
lan, 
against whorf, heaven knows, 


there was evidence enough, that he 
was sick of the service, had been will- 
Ing to be false to It, and would have 
obeyed any order to march anywhither 
with anyone who would follow him, 
had the order only been signed, "By 
command of His Exc. A. Burr." The 
courts dragged on. The big flics es- 
caped, rightly for all I know. Nolan 
was proved guilty enough, as I say; 
yet you and I would never have heard 
of him, reader, but that, when the 
president of the court asked him at the 
close, whether he wished to say any- 
thing to show that he had always been 
faithful to the United States, he cried 
out, in a fit of frenzy: 


"D 
n the United States! I wish 


I may never hear of the United States 
again!" 


I suppose he did not know how the 


words shocked old Colonel Morgan, 
who was holding the court. Half the 
officers who sat In It had served 
through the Revolution, and their 
lives, not to say their necks, had M*&n 
risked for,the very idea which he so 
cavalierly cursed in his madness. He, 
on his part, had grown up in the West 
of those days, In the midst of "Spanish 
plot," "Orleans plot," and all the rest. 
His education, such as it was, had 
been perfected In commercial expedi- 
tions to Vera Cruz, and 1 think he told 
me his father once hired an English- 
man to be n private tutor for a winter 
on the plantation. He had spent half 
his youth with an older brother, hunt- 
ing horses in Texas; and, in a word, to 


Marshal, take the prisoner to Orleans 
in an armed boat, find deliver him to 
the naval commander there."

the prisoner was taken out cjf court.

I have always supposed that Colonel 


Morgan himself took the proceedings 
of the court to Washington City, and 
explained them to Mr. Jefferson. Cer- 
tain it Is that the president approved 
them, certain, that is if I may believe 
the men who say they haie seen his 
signature. 


The plan thon adopted was sub- 


stantially the same which was neces- . 
sarily followed ever after. Perhaps | 
it was suggested by the necessity of 
president's message. I 


sending him by water from Fort 
tin-Iirst tnno I over ho;in 


Adams and Orleans. The secretary of 
the navy was requested to put Nolan 
on board, a government vessel bound 
on a long cruise, and to direct that ho 
should bo only so far confined there 
as to moke it certain that he never 
saw or heard of the country. We had 
few long cruises then, and tho naiy 
was very much out of favor; and as 
almost all of this story is traditional, 
as I have explained, I do not know cer- 
tainly what his first cruise was. But 
the commander to whom ho was in- 
trusted—perhaps it was Tingey or 
Shaw, though I think it was oue of 
tho younger men—we are all old 
enough now—regulated the eticjuette 
and the precautions of the affair, and 
according to his scheme they -were 
carried out, I suppose, till Nolan died. 


When I was second officer of the In- 


trepid some thirty years after, I saw 
(be original paper of instructions. I 
have boon sorry over since that I did 
not copy tho whole of it. It ran, how- 
ever, much in this way:

American troops advanced on a two mile front west of Chateau- 
Th'erry last night to a depth of about a half mile, taking 450 pris- 
'oners and, inflicting the heaviest losses on the enemy. The Amer- 
iqan losses were ertremely light. Our men took the village of 
Vawx, Hill 192, La Roche Wood, and penetrated 
Clerembaut 


Wood. Combined French and American action on Hill 204 con- 
ducted, simultaneously with the American attack on Vaux is re- 
ported to have teen successful after a bitter battle.

3Jtt*eiy important as they dominate Cateau Tl-Jerry as wel,l t,« 
the country to the left. 
The village of Vaux is tv,-o miles directly 


west of Chateau-Thierry and is one of the principle defenses ot 
the latter city. Clerembaut Wood is a mile and a half west of 
Vaux. Hill 192 is about the same distance northwest of Clerem- 
bjftt Wood. Hill 204 is one and a half miles east of Vaux and 
extends less than a miles west of Chateau-Thierry. 
Perfect co- 


operation between the artillery and infanry made the American 
advance possible as some portions of the German line were unus- 
ually adapted to defense purposes. The shelling lasted from six 
yesterday morning to six last night. Then the infantry swept 
forward" »nd attainted all of its objectives in 40 minutes. The 
advance Was made on a front of about 1 4-5 miles and reached 
a maximum dsptb, of more than half a mile. One of the most re- 
markable.artillery successes made by the Americans proceeded 
'the attack. 


Concentrat«mi4rf &re«n -Vaux resulted in the gunners hitting 


nearly every building far thrown. Exceptional intelligence work 


lted in every man entering thei place with an exact descrip- 
together with photographs and maps indicating parts each 


was expected to occupy. 
When they reached the town they found 


the maps were of more value than -the photographs as the artil- 
lery had torn down every resemblance to a House. The advance 
which gave the Americans possession of the plateau was made in 
sciimage formation backed by a perfect barrage which landed 
them in the town practically unscratched, although the left wing 
met with stubborn opposition by machine guns in the woods. 
Twenty-three minues after they charged from the trenches the j 
Americans were in Vaux. Half an hour later the American am- 
bulances were there. Their work was lighter than expected.

was deemed especially good. 


Fighting of he last 24 hours has been to the advantage of 


the Entente Alliance on all fronts, according to official announce- 
ment and othe.- advices up to noon. The most brilliant action 
was pel-formed by the Americans on the Marne and the Italians 
Who carried out operation against defenses in the mountainous 
regions. 


Acting brilliantly under cover of a violent and precise bar- 


rage the Americans carried positions of importance on a front ol 
nearly 2 miles to a maximum depth of more than half a mile.

• had defeated I know not how mnuy 


,liad bten heralded ln~l know 
many Weekly Arguses; and it w as' 
mm-ed that he had an army behind hlnl 
and an empire before him. It was a 
great day—his ariivni—to poor Nolan. 
Burr had not been at tha fort an hour 
before he sent for him. That evening 
he asked Nolan to take him out in his 
skiff, to fchow him a cane-brake or a 
cottonwoocl tree, as he said, really to 
seduce him; and by the time the sail 
was oior, Nolan was enlisted body and 
soul. From that time, though he did 
not yet know it, he lived as "A Man 
without a Country." 


What Burr meant to do I know no 


more than you, dear reader. It is none 
of our business just now. Only, when 
the grand catastrophe came, and Jef- 
ferson and the House of Virginia of 
that t'ay undertook to break on the 
wheel all the possible Clarences of the 
then House of York, by the great 
treason trial at Richmond, some of the 
lesser fry in that distant Mississippi 
valley.-which was farther from us than 
Puget Sound is today, introduced the 
like novelty on their provincial stage, 
'anil, to while away the monotony of 
the summer at Fort Adams, got up, for 
spectacles, a string of court-martials 
ou the officers there. One and anoth- 
er of the colonels and majors were 
tried, and, to fill out the list, little No- 
lan, 
against whorf, heaven knows, 


there was evidence enough, that he 
was sick of the service, had been will- 
Ing to be false to It, and would have 
obeyed any order to march anywhither 
with anyone who would follow him, 
had the order only been signed, "By 
command of His Exc. A. Burr." The 
courts dragged on. The big flics es- 
caped, rightly for all I know. Nolan 
was proved guilty enough, as I say; 
yet you and I would never have heard 
of him, reader, but that, when the 
president of the court asked him at the 
close, whether he wished to say any- 
thing to show that he had always been 
faithful to the United States, he cried 
out, in a fit of frenzy: 


"D 
n the United States! I wish 


I may never hear of the United States 
again!" 


I suppose he did not know how the 


words shocked old Colonel Morgan, 
who was holding the court. Half the 
officers who sat In It had served 
through the Revolution, and their 
lives, not to say their necks, had M*&n 
risked for,the very idea which he so 
cavalierly cursed in his madness. He, 
on his part, had grown up in the West 
of those days, In the midst of "Spanish 
plot," "Orleans plot," and all the rest. 
His education, such as it was, had 
been perfected In commercial expedi- 
tions to Vera Cruz, and 1 think he told 
me his father once hired an English- 
man to be n private tutor for a winter 
on the plantation. He had spent half 
his youth with an older brother, hunt- 
ing horses in Texas; and, in a word, to 


Marshal, take the prisoner to Orleans 
in an armed boat, find deliver him to 
the naval commander there." 


Tho marshal gave his orders, and 


the prisoner was taken out cjf court.

I have always supposed that Colonel 


Morgan himself took the proceedings 
of the court to Washington City, and 
explained them to Mr. Jefferson. Cer- 
tain it Is that the president approved 
them, certain, that is if I may believe 
the men who say they haie seen his 
signature. 


The plan thon adopted was sub- 


stantially the same which was neces- . 
sarily followed ever after. Perhaps | 
it was suggested by the necessity of 
president's message. I 


sending him by water from Fort

Adams and Orleans. The secretary of 
the navy was requested to put Nolan 
on board, a government vessel bound 
on a long cruise, and to direct that ho 
should bo only so far confined there 
as to moke it certain that he never 
saw or heard of the country. We had 
few long cruises then, and tho naiy 
was very much out of favor; and as 
almost all of this story is traditional, 
as I have explained, I do not know cer- 
tainly what his first cruise was. But 
the commander to whom ho was in- 
trusted—perhaps it was Tingey or 
Shaw, though I think it was oue of 
tho younger men—we are all old 
enough now—regulated the eticjuette 
and the precautions of the affair, and 
according to his scheme they -were 
carried out, I suppose, till Nolan died. 


When I was second officer of the In- 


trepid some thirty years after, I saw 
(be original paper of instructions. I 
have boon sorry over since that I did 
not copy tho whole of it. It ran, how- 
ever, much in this way:
